“Facts arc that manufacturing firms with two or more 
Kentucky establishments employing 50 or mure persons provide 
•l.etwecn 5,909 and 6,000 jobs in the East Kentucky re.'ion, in- 
cluding apparel, footwear, food processing, tobacco, chemicals, 
stone, clay and glass manufacturers.'' 

Fanto* emphasized that one of Eastern Kentucky's prime 
needs is further 'colonization'' by outside industry. 

In every instance, such colomzauon has brought into the 
region management, sound business thinking, people — and 
stable payrolls, ” the report said. 

In contrast to the growth potential represented by outside 
industry, the report stated that “the record of federall) -financed 
local manufacturing ventures has been a dismal one, starting 
with good intentions and political appeal, but lacking hard- 
headed commercial evaluation and all of the mana.ement skills 
that are a part of the free enterprise system." 

This view of tho role that "outside industry" h«s played 
in Eastern Kentucky differs sharply from the way Harry Cau- 
dill seas it in his book, "Night Comes To The Cumberl.nds.'' 

According to Caudill, and others who share his view, al»- 
sentee or outside coal companies have ‘liecn a main cause of 
Eastern Kentucky s bad economy because the nunc owners 
siphoned away to other stales the mineral wealth of the Ken- 
tucky mountains through excessive profits, without returning 
enough of it to the local communities to guarantee an orderly 
growth equal to w'hat the rest of America has experienced this 
century.

Private industry that might consider Eastern Kentucky as 
an area for expansion fear the East Kentucky labor force and 
its militant anti management; attitudes, Fantus says, adding this 
summary of labor conditions in region 15: 

“Splits lr ranks of coal miners in Area 15 Bargaining units 
now include I’nited Mine Workers, the Progressive Mine Work-
